Southern Rhodesia to examine as a matter of priority 
further effective measures to tighten the scope of sanc¬ 
tions in accordance with Article 41 of the Charter of 
the United Nations and urgently to submit its appro¬ 
priate recommendations to the Council; 

13. Requests the Secretary-General to co-ordinate 
the efforts of the United Nations system and to organize 


immediately an effective programme of international 
assistance to Mozambique in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of paragraphs 10 and 11 of the present resolution; 
14. Decides to remain actively seized of the matter. 

Adopted unanimously at the 
2019th meeting.
